Another factor contributing to­ 
ward higher beef imports in the 
United States is the fact that it 
has lower tariffs and fewer non- 
tariff trade barriers than any 
major importing country of the 
world. Carpenter said 
Levies on beef entering Great 
Britain, other than from Com­ 
monwealth countries are 20 per 
cent ad valorem and in France 
they are 31 per cent The U S 
tariff is three cents per pound 
or about IO per cent ad valorem 
Tariffs on imported beef in Can­ 
ada is eight cents per pound
